Encouraging Hog 
Breeding In Alberta 


Province Takes Action 
O- 

An importent meeting of bree~ 
producers, packers and _ official ft 
Department of Agriculture, was ? eld 
in Ottawa early in November. This 
meeting discussed the advisibe 
of encouraging bacon hog produc_ 
in Canada and arrived at certain ec. 
clusions as to the best methods ot 
giving the necessary encouragement 

It was agreed by all those present 
to commence at once to establish the 
bacon hog industry on a sound basis 
To accomplish this, it was the unani 
mous opinion that all hogs must b 
bought and sold on a graded bas 
and that a substantial premium bi 
paid for select pacon hogs In th: 
discussion at the above named con 
ference, several of those present em 
phasized the fact that the Canadiau 
market at the present time would pay 
a premium for the smooth, thick hog 


and in one case it was stated that a 
certain market would pay a premium 


for heavy sows All were agreed 
that when the Dominion of Canad: 
arrived at a place where a surplus o 


hogs is produced, that the bacon he 
was the one type for which there wa 
an unlimited demand at the highest 
prices on the British ma 
For many years the C dian bacor 
hog has been able to compete on the 
Britich market with the ' st bacoz 
from other parts of the world i 
order to hold this trade which has 
been so well established. it is neces 
sary that Canada supply a steady 
volume 
The conference emphasized the im 
portance of all the packers in Canada 
committing themselves publicly to th 
fact that they are firmly behind th¢ 
movement for the production of bacon 
hogs. The packers readily agreed 
to this and in order that an appeal 
could be made to farmers generally 
all the packers present stated: 1. That 
they would pay 10 per cent. more for 
back from neck to tail, evenly flesh 
grade, 2. That the following grade 
of hogs should apply at public stoc!
